RAISING REVENUE. 


MR. GOSOHEN’S SOHEME TO IMPOSE-A TAX 
ON FOREIGN SECURITIES. 


The Proportional Voting Plan—English 
Press Comments on the Death of Chief 
Justice Waite—The French Court of Ap- 
peals Acquits M. Wilson—Probable Find- 
ing Against Gen. Boulanger by the Court 
of Inquiry—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LoypOoN, March 26.—Goschen’s budget 
scheme, to be unfolded in Parliament to-day, 
is awaited with more than usual anxiety. The 
secret so far is well kept, but the general 
impression is that it will make considerable 
alterations in the existing fiscal system. In 
ordinary circumstances the task would 
be easy, as accounts show a surplus 
of over £2,000,000 sterling, one halt 
of which is due to the decreased expenditure 
in the army and navy. The matter is complli- 
cated, however, by the local government bill, 
which proposes to transfer to the newly 
created local council about 43, 000, 000 
sterling which has gone in the past to 
the imperial exchequer, It is plain, 
therefore that if Goschen intends, as alleged, 
to reduce the income tax I penny, he must 
have new sources of revenue to fall back 
upon. Among these may confidently be pre- 
dicted a tax on foreign securities in the Stock 
Exchange. It is a long-standing grievance 
that investors in British funds have to pay a 
duty to which holders of foreign bonds are 
not liable, but the difficulty of finding a sim- 
ple device of reaching the latter class has 
hitherto deterred Chancellors of the Ex- 
checquer from utilizing this source of rev- 
enue. Goschen, it is understood, has some 
such plan. 

PROPORTIONAL VOTING. 

Sir John Lubbock and Mr. Courtney give an 
interesting account of a recently taken test 
ballotin the House of Commons with a view 
to showing the working of the system of pro- 
portional voting, which they are indefatiga- 
ble in recommending. Four hundred and 
fifty-four members voted. Then they placed 
the figure 1 against the candidate 
of their choice, and the figure 2 
against the candidate they like second best, 
and so forth, and only as many votes are 
counted for each man as are sufficient to elect, 
the rest being transferred to others in the 
order of preference. 
minutes and resuited in the return of fivs can- 
didates, of whom three were Unionists and 
two Gladstonians. This proportion, as the 
House is constituted, gives too great a propor- 
tional strength to the Unionists. Moreover, the 
calculation by which the result is obtained is 
extremely doubtful, and, although the voters 
were men presumably better acquainted with 
the nature of the proposal than a genuine 
constituency, no fewer than six papers were 
spoilt. 

THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE WAITE. 
The Times in an article suggested by the 
death of Chief Justice Waite declares that 
Americans are justiy proud of their Supreme 
Court and the long line of illustrious Judges 
who have presided over it. It adds that En- 
glishmen have some interest in the 
matter, as they are accustomed to seek guild- 
ance from its decisions where they supplement 
English jurisprudence. Thewriter’s knowledge 
of the history of the Supreme Court oa 
which he dwells at some length, would in- 
spire greater confidence if he did not refer 
more than once to Judge Taney as ‘‘Tanly.’’ 
CAUSED COMMENT. 

The fact that at a meeting at Stalybridge, 
addressed by Mr. Balfour on Saturday, his 
reference to Gladstone was greeted with loud 
cries of Shoot him, which passed unre- 
buked, is much commented upon.

THE POPE DISPLEASED. 

LONDON, March 26.—A dispatch from Rome 
to the Daily News says: The Pope is dis- 
pleased because of the misrepresentation of 
his views on the Irish question. The mis- 
statements that have been circulated have 
greatly increased the difficulty of his work of 
conciliating England and Ireland. 

BLUNT AND BALFOUR. 

Mr. Wilfred Biunt has written another letter 
in reference to his conversation with Mr. Bal- 
four, Chief Secretary for Ireland. In this he 
shows that while he was in prison in Ireland 
heavy obstacles were placed inthe way of his 
giving a correct version of his conversation 
with the Chief Secretary and he supposes they 
were placed there at the instigation of the 
latter.

THE PANAMA CANAL OBLIGATIONS. 

PARIS, March 26.—M. De Lesseps writes to 
the financial correspondents of the Panama 
Canal Company that 108,236 new obligations 
have been subscribed for, placing 50,000,000 
france in the hands of the company. He re- 
gards this as satisfactory, but authorizes 
the correspondents to continue to receive 
subscriptions. He hopes that Parliament 
will now authorize the issue of a lottery loan. 

BOULANGER LITERATURE SEIZED. 

The police seized many voting papers Issued 
in behalf of Gen. Boulanger at Marseilles on 
the ground that they did not bear the name of 
the printer. M. Laguerre will interpellate the 
the Government in regard to the seizure in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

THE COURT OF INQUIRY. 

The hearing before the Court of Inguiry in 
the case of Gen. Boulanger was held to-day. 
Counsel for Gen. Boulanger occupied but ten 
minutes in stating the defense. Gen. Boulan- 
ger then departed for the residence of M. 
Laguerre. The Court afterward gave its judg- 
ment but the nature of the decision will not be 
divulged until after it has been submitted to 
President Carnot. 

AGAINST THE GENERAL. 

5 Pr. M. —It is reported that the court decided 
against Gen. Boulanger. The Cabinet will dis- 
cuss the decision to-morrow. A crowd which 
had gathered cheered Gen. Boulanger when 
he departed from the court-room on his way 
to the house of M. Laguerre. 

M. WILSON ACQUITTED. 

The Court of Appeals has rendered a decision 
in the case of M. Wilson, who appealed from 
the decision of the lower court, which found 
him guilty of complicity’ in the decorations 
scandals and sentenced him to two years’ im- 
prisonment, to pay a fine of 8, 000 francs and to 
be deprived of his oivil rights for 
five years.

IT CREATES A TUMULT IN THE PROVISION

The Statement that Packers Use Diseased 
Hogs for Human Food, and That Lard

The occasion of this excitement was 
the statement reported to have been made 
by Mr. Bartle to the Senate com- 
mittee, to the effect that he was in the habit 
of using diseased hogs and those that had 
died a natural death in the manufacture 
of lard, and that this practice was 
common to all dealers in 8t. Louis. The 
manufacturers of and dealers in lard were 
highly indignant at these statements, and 
denounced them in unmeasured terms as 
unmitigated falsehoods as far asthey were 
concerned, whatever may have been Mr. Bar- 
tle’sown methods of conducting business. Not 
content with denunciation, a petition to the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change was circulated, and signed by nearly 
all the pork packersin the city, setting forth 
the statements ascribed to Mr. Bartie, declar- 
ing them to be false, and asking that 
if the reports of his 8 were correct 
that he be expelled from the Merchants’ Ex- 
change as well as all who had aided and 
abetted him in his false charges.

I will 
say, however, that if Mr. Bartle made the 
statements ascribed to him he proved 
himself not only to be a man without 
1 or business honesty, but also a ma- 
iclous slanderer. To say that the St. Louis 
pork packers use diseased hogs, or those 
that have died in the course of transportation 
in the manufacture of lard is simply a lie. The 
St. Louis pork packers are honorable business 
men, and would be incapable of such 
a crime, for it is nothing less. What Mr. 
Bartle may have done I cannot gay, but surely 
if he has ut flesh unfit for human 
use into lard, he is the only dealer in this cit 
who has done so. It may be that he “= 
deny the statements ascribed 
him, and I surely hope that — 
will prove that he has been misrepresented, 
but if he testified as it is believed he 
did before the committee he should not 
only be expelled from the Merchants’ Ex- 
change but also from the society of 
ail decent and self-respecting men. 
The charges brought are not only 
maliciously but foolishly false, as no dealer, 
even if he had peither heart nor conscience, 
would be willing to have it known that he 
wasin the habit of buying diseased meat, 
which was to be used as food in any manner, 
shape or form.

There are to-day 530 insane persons confined 
in the City Insane Asylum and 417 insane pa- 
tients in the Poor-house, which now hasa 
Both institutions are 


". erowded beyond their capacity. What this 


means can only be appreciated by one visiting 
them and inspecting all the wards. Health 
Commissioner Dudley will call attention to 
the condition of affairs, and endeavor to 
‘gecure an addition to the Insane Asylum. 
With this additional wing it will be an easy 
matter to relieve the Poor-house. The 
erowded condition of the institutions 
ie no doubt partially the explana- 
tion of the small percentage of 
recoveries. Inthis respect the city asylum 
will not compare very favorably with other 
Ynetitutions of its kind where there are fewer 
patients. Councilman Blakely, Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, and Health 
Commissioner Dudley to-day held a short 
conference on the subject. The Commis- 
sioner showed that it was never in- 
tended that the asylum should accommodate 


the number of patients now confined there. 
With the steady increase of population comes 
u proporfionate increase of admissions, not. 
withstanding the fact that the greatest care is 
taken to exciude all those not entitled to ad- 
mission, by reason of non-residence. A Dill 
making an appropriation foran addition to 
the asylum will be introduced early if the 
next session of the Municipal assembly.

AUGUSTA, Me., March 26,—Chariles F. Stain, 
who gave the information that led to the ar- 
rest of the murderers of the Cashier (Barron) 
ofthe Dexter Bank, made a full confession 
yesterday, in which he implicated his father 
and Oliver Cromwellin the Messenger mur- 
der, committed at Norfolk, Mass. It was

In his confession, young Stain says: ‘‘Just 
prior to the gh by previous arrange- 
ment, the three met in the woods near Mes- 
senger’s house, which was four or five miles 
from father’s. I+drove my father over and 
Goldsmith said: Messenger is all alone and 
no one is around. We have examined the 
premises and they are clear forus.’ The 
started for Messenger’s house about 9 o'clock 
in the evening, father carrying a valise con- 
taining masks, disguises, revolvers and a 
fuli kit of burglars’ tools. About II o’ clock 
they came back to where I had been 
stationed, and we all drove oft to 
Medfield in the wagon. Arriving home about 
12:30 a. m. l overheard a conversation between 
father, Cromweligand Goldsmith, in which 
father said Messenger had the best grit of any 
man he ever saw. He would not tell where his 
money was. They gagged him and tortured 
him, but he would not reveal the hiding place 
ofthe money. Finally they left him tied toa 
bedpost and gagged, where he was found 
dead next morning. They found 31,800 in a 
bureau drawer after hunting over an hour 
and took it away with them. Father and 
Cromwell said they did not care if the old cuss 
did die.“ 

Goldsmith, so Stain says, is at large and is 
known tothe authorities asageneral crook 
and ecounterfelter. Goldsmit claimed to 
have been in Providence on the day of the 
murder.

RANCHING NOW PAYS. 


SOME OF THE QUEFR REASONS WHY IT WAS 
NOT PROFITABLE. 


The Indian Contracts and the Big Money 
Made on Them—Various Methods of 
Cheating the Indian and Bobbing the 
Government—How the Indians Received 
Their Cattle and Hunted Them Like Batf- 
falo—The Animals Slaughtered and Left 
to Die on the Reservations—Curious Sto- 


ries. 


„The cattle trade of the central plains, 
which has for the lastfour years suffered so 
great a depression,’’ said W. A. Lane of 
Cheyenne, who passed through the city to- 
day on his way to Philadelphia, ‘‘is now 
on a basis where ranching at a profit 
is again possible, and within the next 
year or two I expect to see this 
great branch of our national industry assume 
something like its former importance. The 
business would be a profitable one to-day, 
were it not that it is called upon to face the 
most fatal kind of competition, that of bank- 
rupt herds. The moment that a property 
passes into the hands of a receiver, or that the 
owner sees thathe must have money at any 
price, a season of disaster for all solvent 
runchmen setsin. A company which is pay- 
ing its own way must meet the in- 
terest on any indebtedness that may nave 
been incurred, must keep up the stock of 
horses, must refrain from selling immature 
cattle, and must keep their eye upon future 
as well as present profits. The receiver and 
the ranchman, tottering upon the verge of 
bankruptcy, are free from all cares of the 
kind. Their object is not to keep up their 
saddle stock, to ripen thelr cattle, or anything 
of the kind, but thelr sole aim is to obtain 
money for immediate use. The conse- 
quence of this mode of transacting business 
is thatthe cattlemen who are not in dim 
oulties are placed ata very decided disadvan- 
tage, and their legitimate profits nearly, if 
not entirely cut -off; cattle are placed upon 
the market at prices far lower than they would 
be under ordinary circumstances, 2 and 
8-year-olds are sold instead of being kept on 
the range, wornout horses are not 
replaced and everything is allowed to 
run down. Of course under this system 


it is possible to sell cattle ata very low price, 
and the solvent raisers find themselves ata 
terrible disadvantage. They must sella cer- 
tain amount of stock to meet running expenses 
and, of course, must meet the prices ofthe 
bankrupt concerns. This has been the cause 
of numerous additional bankruptcies, 
and, in fact, few cattlemen have 
been able to meet it. The whole troub- 
commenced when the cattle were or- 
dered out of the Indian Territory, and were 
obliged to be sold for what they would bring. 
This broke down the weaker companies, and 
since that time the cattlemen have been going 
down like arow of bricks, one failure occa- 
casioning halfadozen others. But now the 
bafikrupt stocks have been nearly ail 
sold off and are in hands of 
men who have ihe means of car- 
rying on business in a legitimate 
manner, and better days arc surely dawning. 
Of one thing there can be no doubt, and that 
is that the consumer will not suffer by the re- 
newed prosperity of the ranchmen. With ail 
the depression in cattle the price of beef to 
the retail purchaser has most decidedly ad- 
vanced and is now much higherthanit was 
when the cattlemen were making fortunes. 
The profits arising from the decrease in price 
have alljbeen swallowed up by the middlemen 
who bavetaken advantage of the rangemen 
on the one hand and of the consumer on the 
other. These men must have made enormous 
sums of money, as they have never bought 
beef so cheap, or sold itso highas they have 
during the last four years. 
A SOURCE OF PROFIT CUT OFF. 

„One great source of profit to the cattle 
men, continued Mr. Lune, has been cut 
off, and that is the old system of Indian con- 
tracts. In the did days no such lucrative sales 
were made as those to the Indian Department. 
The price paid per pound was higher than it 
is now, but this played but a small figure. 
The chief return was due to dishonesty on the 
part of the agents, who combined with 
the cattlemen. The Ccontractors§ always 

the very poorest cattle on 
range for the use of the 
Indians, and had a habit of keeping the cattle 
without water for twenty-four hours before 
they were turned in. Just before they came 
to the scales they would be driven to the river 
and allowed to drink as much water as they 
pleased, thus adding from fifteen to twenty 
pounds to their weight. Then at many of the 
agencies, notably at the Red Cloud, in 
the years between 1870 and 1876, 
the scales would be set 80 as to 
show at least one hundred pounds more than 
the real weight, and any fraction over one 
hundred pounds, were it but five, was credited 
in the account asafull 100 pounds. Besides 
this, the traders would allow the cowboys to 
cut out cattle that had already stood onthe 
scales and weigh them over again, thousands 
of head having thus been paid for twice 
over. There was no means of detecting 
this fraud, for as soon as the cattle were 
turned over to the Indians a great hunt woulda 
be inaugurated and half a season’s supply 
killed in a single day. Thesight at the Red 
Cloud agency on the day of a cattle issue used 
to be very picturesque. The Indians would 
form a long line atthe end of the corral, and 
through this the cattle, 100 at a time, 
would be driven. Terrifled by the shouts 
and prodded by spears as they rushed 
through the lane, they would arrive in the 
open prairie in a condition approaching 
madness, and would rush at full speed in 
all directions. At a given signal the 
mounted Indians would dash out in pursuit, 
armed with bows and spears, and would com- 
mence a regular buffalo hunt. At the 
end of the day the whole country 
would be covered with the bodies of the cat- 
tie, the Indians taking only the tongue, and 
leaving the rest tospoil. Of course it was im- 
possible to keep any check on the dishonesty 
of agents under this system and both they and 
the contractors made fortunes out of 
the savages. But of late years much 
more careful supervision has been exercised, 
and these illegitimate profits have been cut 
off. The Indians still receive the scourings of 
the herds, but the difference between the 
actual and registered weight is very small. 
But there is still a good profit in Indian con- 
tracts, and the Government has been the best 
customer ofthe solvent cattlemen since the 
depression, which isnow about coming to an 
end, set in.

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MAY COST TREM 61,000. 


The Pelice Will Vigorously Prosecute an Al- 
leged Weekly Paper. 

The business management of a local Sunday 
morning paper, whose chief merit lies in con- 
fining its appearance to a single issue per 
week, is in trouble. The one interesting 
feature of its news columns yesterday was a 
one-column article that appeared as original 
matter in the Post-DIsraTcu the week before, 
the publication as an advertisement of the 
latest lottery drawing being the prin- 
cipal feature of its very scanty 
advertising columns. It was the 
printing of this advertisement that has 
brought the management to grief, and while 
its violation of all the laws of good taste and 
journalistic decency has naturally passed un- 
noticed by the class of patrons who peruse the 
paper, the infringement of the State law is a 
very different matter, as it takes no cogni- 
zance of an offender’s obscurity or ignorance. 
Lack of knowledge of the revised statutes of 
Missour! does not, however, appear to 
be the case in this instance. 
The representative of the paper, 
said Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Marshall 
F. McDonald this morning, came to me last 
week and asked if they would be prosecuted 
should they publish the advertisement re- 
ferred to. I toid them yes; that such a publi- 
cation was a direct violation of the State law, 
and that did they insist on ignoring it, it would 
be my duty to take official action in the matter. 
I see that the advertisement has appeared 


and if nothing is done by Judge Noonan’s 
court .officials I shall certainly present the 
case to the attention of the Grand-jury, 
which meets in about six weeks. This print- 
ing of lottery advertisements has become a 
common occurrence in the western part 
of the State, the newspapers of Kansas 
Oity and St. Joe making no bones of the 
matter, while I understand that hand-bills 
of an advertising mature are freely 
and openly circulated there. Why this is I 
would not pretend to say, for the law is very 
specific on the subject.’ 

es, said Prosecuting Attorney Clover, 
f —ͤ— —ʒñ— should certainly be instituted. 
Of course we have no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter, as the offense is a misdemeanor, and not 
a felony, the Johnson law dealing with actual 
gambling alone and leaving the penalty for 
advertising as before. But this should in 
itself be sufficient to effectually cover such 
cases, as you may see by referring to the re- 
vised statutes.’’ 

THE LAW. 

Section 1,567 of the revised statutes of Mis- 
souri provides as follows: 

Advertising lottery tickets. Any person who shall 
sell or expose to sale, or cause to be sold or exposed 
to sale, or shall keep on hand for the purpose of sale, 
or shall advertise or cause to be advertised for sale, 
or who shall print or publish such advertisement, or 
shall aid or assist or be in anywise concerned in tne 
sale or exposure to sale of any lottery ticket or 
tickets, or any share or part of any lottery ticket in 
any lotterx, or device in the nature ofa lottery, 
within this State or elsewhere. and any persen who 
shall advertise or cause to be advertised the drawing 
ofany schemeinany lottery, or shall printor pub- 
lish such advertisement, and shall be convicted 
thereof in any court of competent jurisdiction, shall, 
for each and every such offense, forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding $1,000. 

WHAT THE POLICE WILL DO. 

Prosecutin«-Attorney Claiborne of the Court 
of Criminal Oorrection had not seenthe ad- 
vertisement, and, being busy in court, pre- 
ferredto say nothing till he had given the 
matter consideration, but Chief Huebler, 
among whose unpleasant duties is the reading 
of offensive matter that may come under the 
jurisdiction of the law, had read 
the paper and advertisement and ex- 
pressed himself very emphatically. ‘'I 
Shall swear out a warrant to-day,’’ 
he said, and this will bring the case to a test 
very shortly, as it should be brought up 
for trial before Judge Noonan ina few days. 
Iam not certain whether a similar violation of 
the law is on record or not, but my recollec- 
tion is that a morning newspaper some years 
ago published a lottery advertisement and was 
convicted and fined.’’

NO ABANDONMENT. 


The Local Option Campaign Committee 
Takes Action This Afternoon. 


The announcement in yesterday’s Post-Dis-

ay was announced so oftenasthe probable 
date thatany change from that appears to be 
a postponement. The rumor that the 
local option committee are thinking of aban- 
doning the campaign was authoritatively and 
eon! denied at headquarters to-day. 

The committee this afternoon took the po- 
sition that the election ought not be held un- 
til late in June. The meeting at the First 
Presbyterian Church to-night will doubtless 
endorse the position of the committee, and 
give the campaign a new impetus. 

Secretary Deering says the Local Optionists 
are growing more and more enthusiastic as 
the time for voting draws nearer. The 
headquarters have been visited to-day by 
numerous workers, who protest against an 
election earlier than June, Mr. Deering says 
that if the election is held about the 10th of 
May that all of the unregistered voters will 
have to register before the 2th of 
April, as the Recorder’s office’ will 
close twenty days before the election, but if 
the petition is not filed for several weeks there 
will be abundant time for registration. Peo- 
ble who favor an election in May for- 
get the fact that the law requires 
that the election be held in forty days after 
the petition is filed, and that the law govern- 
ing registration requires that the books 
be closed twenty days before each elec- 
tion. That gives but twenty days for 
registration. A ver large registration 
is expected from both the drys and wets, and 
the office of the Recorder will be taxed heavily 
with work if the petition is fled immediately. 

The committee is annoyed because the im- 
pression has gone out that there is a disposi- 
tion to postpone or abandon an 
election. As no time has ever been 
fixed for an election, they insist 
that the question of the hour, as 
the Posr Dispatcn stated yesterday, is 
** when shall the election be held?’’ 
This question will be settled at the mass-meet- 
ing to-night. Nochange will be made in the 
programme of meetings. 

THEY FEPRL HURT.

SHOT IN THE NECK. 


— — — 


ROBERT SHERMAN’S DESPERATE ATTEMPT 
TO MURDER HIS WIFE. 


Johnnie Curtis Figures in Anether Sensa- 
tional Scrape and Nearly Causes a Kill- 
ing—Sherman, Just Released From the 
Work-House, Is Driven te the Attempt by 
Jealousy—His Escape—Mrs. Sherman 
‘Bays There Was No Foundation for His 


Charges. 


This morning at 10:45 o’oclock some powder 
was burnt as an incident in the domestic dim - 
culties of Robert Shermanand wife. Sherman 
owned a saloon at the northwest 
corner of Tenth and Pine streets, 
where Johnnie Curtis was employed by him as 
bar-keeper. Mrs. Sherman, whom he mar- 
ried four years ago, isacomely woman. Dur- 
ing occasional visits to the saloon she made 
the acquaintance of Curtis, and her husband 
affected to see many Improprieties in her con- 
duct and treatment of Curtis. He abused her 
at times, and when intoxicated always ab- 
cused her of being untrue. She left him 
one day.and went to her mother’s. 
Sherman immediately went to the police with 
a story of his wife’s elopement with his bar- 
keeper. She was soon found at her mother’s 
house, and subsequently Sherman for rais- 
ing a. disturbance there was arrested 
and sent to the Work-house. He was released 
on Friday morning. During his absence Mrs. 
Sherman filed suit for a divorce. 
She ran the saloon with the as- 
sistance of Curtis, who on Friday shook 


the sawdust ofthe saloon from his feet and 
devoted himself industriously to keeping out 
of Sherman’s way. 

Last night Sherman and his wife met in 
the saloon and quarreled vigorously 
for an hour or two. This morning 
Mrs. Sherman received a note from her hus- 
band tellin her that some men were 
anxious to bay the saloon but her Sig- 
nature to the papers was necessary 
before the sale could be completed. He 
wanted her to meet him at the saloon. 
She complied with his request, reach- 
Ing the saloon at the time named, 
Jack Welsh, the barkeeper who was 
placed in charge by Mrs. Sherman 
when Curtis left, tells the story of what fol- 
lowed. ‘‘Sherman had been drinking pretty 
heavy all morning and was well loaded 
by the time she ot here. He told 
her to go back n the wine-room 
and followed her back. They had not been in 
the room a moment when 1 heard a shot and 
Mrs. Sherman came running down the steps 
into the saloon. Robert's shot me,’ 
she said. Biood was running from the 
buck of her head. Iran up the steps leading 
to the wine-reom and closed the door. Sher- 
man came to it, but 1 held it, and he 
could not getinto the saloon. He went out 
the side way and has not been seen about the 
place since.’’ 

THE WOMAN'S INJURIES. 

It was thought at first that Mrs. Sherman 
had been badly hurt. She was terribly fright- 
ened. A physician was sent for, but before 
his arrival a coupe had been called and 
Mrs. Sherman was placed in it 
charge of Lee Norman, one of 
habitues of the saloon, and taken to 
home, 18144 Pine street. As she was being 
driven home Mrs. Sherman saw Policeman 
Mahan, stopped the coupe and told him what 
had occurred atthe saloon. Search was im- 
mediately begua for Sherman on 
Mrs. Sherman’s romise to yrosecute, 
but he was not found. He had not been at his 
former boarding place, Mrs. Johnson’s, 
Fifteenth street and Clark avenue, and a 
thorough search of his mother’s house, 419 
South Fifteenth street, failed to reveal any 
signs of him. 

THE WIFP’S STORY. 

Mrs. Sherman was seen at her residence, 
814 Pine street, by a Post- DISPATCH reporter. 
She was resting easily in bed and did not 
hesitate to give her story of the shoot- 
ing and the circumstances that ied 
up to it. Bob had beenin the Work- house for 
six weeks, you know,’’ she began, ‘‘and it 
was about a week ago that I filed 
a esnit for a divorce. Life with him 
was unbearable; but still he was my husband, 
and I felt sorry enough for him to interest my- 
self in his release. He was set at liberty on 
Friday and begged to be allowed to 
live with me once more, but I told 
him that was impossible, that he had abused 
measlongas I could stand it, and that the 
time had come for us to part. Then he 
plead piteously to »be allowed to 
still look after the saloon, and I promised him 
he might do this if he would only be a man 
and keep sober. The saloou is my own prop- 
erty and my husband knew that I would be 
willing to sell it, so he cume to the house last 
night and told me that there were 
some parties at the saloon who would 
like to buy it. I went down, but 
saw no one, and as Iturned to come back, 
Bob followed me a little way up the street and 
again begged that I let him live with me. 
Once more I refused positively to do this, and 
then be left me. That nightI had seen a re- 
volver sticking out of his pocket when he 
called at the bouse, but I was not afraid. 

„„This morning he sent me a message, bya 
colored man, who works at the saloon, stating 
that there were some buyers down there who 
wanted to see me right away, but when 
I got to the place and entered the wine-room 

saw no one there bat my husband 
with his overcoat on. There were oth- 
ers in the saloon, but no other man 
in the wine-room. Hardly had 
Iset down on a chair and asked what it 
all meant, when Bob drew the pistol 
and fired full at my face. The 
ball entered my neck instead, and he 
tried to shoot again, but 1 grappled 
with him, and when I had backed to the steps 
leading to the saloon, and had falleninto the 
arms of a man who came rushing out, my 
husband turned and rau. 

The ball entered just backof Mrs. Sher- 
man’s left ear and passing between the skull 
and scalp, passed outatthe back of the neck. 

CURTIS’ RECORD. 

John G. Curtis, or Johnnie Curtis, as he is 
better known, has figured in such cases be- 
fore. Some years ago, when scarcely of 
age, he made a name for himself 
by running away with a married woman 
who lived inthe West End. The woman was 
the wife of a commercial traveler named 
Dixon. Johnnie soon tired of her and re- 
turned. Her husband got a divorce and 
the custody of the children. Later 
the woman returned to the city, 
was uletly married to a youn 
man who had known her all her lite, an 
lived, and is probably now living, inthe sub- 
urbs. Since then Johnnie has lead a wild life. 
His family, who have disowned him, are very 
respectable.

Mr. Mills’ Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 26.—Representa- 
tive Mills’ condition is not quite so favorable 
this morning. His son said to a representa- 
tive of the press: ‘‘Father is quite weak this 
morning, although we are not at all anxious. 


The physicians assure us that there is no 
fever, and consequently no fear of pneu- 
monia. This muggy, rainy weather is against 
his immediate recovery, and the chances are 
that he will nat leave the House before the end 
ofthe week. The tariff bill will not be re- 
ported tothe House until Mr. Mills resumes 
his seat. 

At noon to-day the condition of Chairman 
Mills was regarded by his physicians as 
rather more unfavorable than at any time 
since he was taken III. He has been 
extremely restless from the beginning of his 
iliness, and during last night he 
did not close his eyes in sleep. His 
fever has returned toa siight degree, and he 
is very weak. He is unable to sit up even 
long enough to have his bed arranged. He 
seems wholly unable to keep his mind from 
his committee work, and often talks of it 
when apparently unconscious of the presence 
of others. At about 11:45 Dr. Sowers, 
his physician, called and prescribed a 
narcotic, since which time he has slept 
soundly and with apparent restfulness. The 
doctor said to Mrs. Mille this afternoon that 
there was nothing in his condition to 
cause alarm, and that he only needed 
rest, absolute rest. To an inguiry as to 
whether there were any indications of pneu- 
monia, the doctor stated that were none.

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—Among the 
petitions and memorials presented and re- 
ferred were several from the Iowa Patrons of: 
Husbandry, asking that agricultural products 
be equally protected with manifold articles; 
that foreign immigration be restricted so asto 
keep out all paupers and criminals; and that 
United States Senatorsibe elected bya direct 
vote of the people; also petitions for the pro- 
tection of wool and woolen goods.

DR. MATTHEWS’ ADVICE TO PROMOTERS OF 
MISSIONS. 


Centenary’s Pastor Hits From the Shoulder 
—He Frees His Mind at the Evangelical 
Alliance— Reports on Protestant Chari- 
ties—Infidels as Disturbers at the Memo- 
rial Home—An Episcopalian Joins the 
Alliance—An Interesting Meeting. 


The Evangelical Alliance assembled this 
morning at the old T. M. O. A. in regular 
monthly meeting. Rev. RB. G. Brank led the 
devotional exercises, after which, in the ab- 
sence of Rev. Lyman W. Allen, Rev. Dr. 
Wm. Harris was chosen Secretary pro tem. 

Mr. 8. C. Buckingbam presented the plans 
of the Central Mission, located at Eleventh 
and Locust streets, for the eéstablish- 
ment of an undenominati church, 
Mr. Buckingham read a paper asking for the 
support and encouragement of the alliance in 
the work. The paper was signed by Dent G. 
Tutt, C. F. Schultz, Wm. E. Guy, H. M. Bios- 
som, L. L. Prince, Charles O. Nicholls, Wm. 
Barnes, George Taylor, A. G. Peterson, John 
R. Lionberger, Stephen A. Bemis, John D. 
Davis, 8. O. Buckingham, G. M. Walden, E. F. 
V. Ritter and E. O. Stanard, who announced 
that they associated themselves for the pur- 
pose of establishing a church. 

THE WRONG KIND OF PRAYING. 

Rev. Dr. John Matthews of Centenary 
Methodist arose and asked whether the new 
church meant it would prey for workers on 
Centenary Church, Dr. Niccolis’ and Rev. 
George Martin’s. If it did, he wanted to pro- 
test against such preying, 

Mr. Buckingham explained that there was no 
such intention of praying on anychurch. 


Dr. Matthews said it was being done all the 
same now. He declared that persons came 
up to the Centenary Church Sunday nights, 
stand around till the youre people’s meeting 
is over and then drag off A score of his best 
young people to elp them ut the 
different missions. He wanted to say right 
there and then he was opposed to any such 
business. He is like the woman with ten chil- 
dren: she needs more help than the woman 
with onlyfive. 80 he with his big church 
oe all the help he can get for his own 
work, . 

The Board of Counselors got ready to pass 
on the petition, but on motionor Rev. T. H. 
Hagerty the subject was laid over for one 
month. The usual monthly report was made 
by City Chaplain Hagerty. 

TALKS ON CHABITY. 

Five minutes were then given to each repre- 
sentative of a number of Protestant charita- 
ble institutions. Mrs. Clara Barnard read a 
brief report of the workings of the Girls’ in- 
dustrial Home and Mrs. Holmes presented the 
condition of the Home of the Friendiess. Mrs. 
Morton, representing the Protestant Orphans’ 
Home, gave a very interesting report. 

Mr. G. Ten Broek gave a resume of the found- 
ing and work dpne of the Protestant Hospital, 
which he declared has a record of progress not 
equalled by any such organization in the 
world. One sentiment of the speaker excited 
signs of applause. It was when he stated that 
the idea underlying the existence ofthe Hos- 
pital was that the poor should enjoy a charity 
to which the devil did not contribute as is the 
case with the city institutions to whose sup- 
hort the saloons and Criminal Courts so large- 
y contribute. 

Mrs. Springer then gave an account of the 
workings of the Woman’s Christian Home, 
including also the Memorial Home, the Old 
Ladies’ Seema. the Woman’s Training School 
and the Blind Girls’ Home. She said only 
those professing Christ could enter the Me- 
morial Home, 

Rev. Fred Lack gave a very interesting 
picture of the doings of the Provident Asso- 
ciation. In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Lack said that charity by the city is a ruina- 
tion. Mr. Lack was so earnest in his talk that 
the chairman could hardly induce him to 
cease talking when his time was up, and be 
excited much amusement by his efforts to 
make just one point more, in spite of the 
gavel’s commands, 

MUST GO AFTER THEM. 

Capt. Kitwoodthen closed the talk by a few 
remurks on the work of the Bethel, in the 
course of which hetold the preachers that 
they couldn’t reach the masses unless they 
went down into the slums for them, or sent 
out consecrated men who would. He spoke 
of the converts who had gone out from the 
Bethel into the churches, and asked Dr. 
Matthews if some of the Bethel’s spiritual 
children were not in Centenary. 

This reference to him called Dr. Matthews to 
his feet to explain in his vigorous way that he 
was not opposed to missions, he was giadto 
see them doing the work they were doing, 
but he couldn’t stand quietly by and see his 
workers taken out of his church. 

AN EPISCOPALIAN JOINS. 

Dr. Merrill announced that the next meeting 
would hear representatives of the different 
nationalities as to their religious needs, etc. 
Befoire the meeting adjourned a more than 
usually interesting announcement was made 
in the presentation of the nameof Rev. —— 
E. Reed of Mount Calvary Episcopal Chure 
for membership. Mr. Reed was unanimously 
elected, This is the first Episcopalian mem- 
ber the Alliance has had since its organization 
— ago. Mr. Reed is extremely Low 
Jhurch’’ and has affillated a great deal with 
the Evangelical Christians. 

The Alliance then adjourned till the last 
Monday in April. 

TO KEEP OUT INFIDELS. 

After adjournment Mrs. Springer was asked 
what was meant by her statement that only 
those professing a belief in Christ are admitted 
in, the Memorial Home. She said that was 
a provision adopted six months ago to keep 
out infidels who were found to be disturbing 
elements in the Home, There were one or 
twointhe Home who did not believein the 
divinity of Christ and they had a disturbing 
effect on the inmates. 

Dr. Matthews also told a reporter that he 
admitted thatthe missions needed workers, 
but he did not believe all were needed who 
are drawn from his church regularly. Dr. 
Tudor had had thesome trouble when he was 
here. It is not so bad now and he didn’t pro- 
pose to have it go on if he could stop it.

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“JAY GOULD TALKS. 


The Prime Movers in the Recent 
Grand-Jury Proceedings. 


A Startling Revelation Made by 
the “Man of Gold.” 


“The Motives Behind This Assault Are: 
A Newspaper, a Cable Company and a 
Woman — Mrs. Hopkins, the Divorced 
Wife of Vice-President Hopkins, AI- 
leged to be the Instigator of the Crim- 
inal Charges Against Gould and Sage— 
The Part Played in the Divorce Case by 
the Gould Family—Some Inside Facts 
About the Missouri Pacific Squabble—The 
Great Financier Overloaded With Man- 
hattan—Pointers From Wall Street. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, March 2.—Jay Gould fired an 
enigma at this town yesterday—in faet at the 
whole country—in an apparently authorized 
interview printed in the Tribune. In speaking 
of the efforts to secure the indictment of him- 
self and the Hon. Russell Sage tor grand lar - 
ceny in connection with the Kansas Pacific 
consolidation he said: 


„The motives behind this assault are—a 
newspaper, acable company and a woman.’’ 
The newspaper and the cable company re- 
ferred to were readily recognizable, but the 
woman was, indeed, a mystery. It was upon 
its face an unfortunate statement for 
Mr. Gould to make, for whatever other 
offense he may have been charged with, 
no one has ever ventured to breathe 
a word refiecting upon his personal morality. 
Investigation with the view of learning who 
the woman Is who has effected an alliance pre- 
sumably with the Herald andahe Commercial 
Cable Company to secure the conviction ona 
criminal charge oftwoof the most eminent 
financiers of the country, revealed that no 
scandal about either of the financiers was in- 
volved. Some of Mr. Gould’s most intimate 
friends were perfectly willing to talk about the 
woman in the case, in fact, seemed glad of the 
opportunity to do 80. According 
to them the woman is the di- 
vorced wife of Amos Lawrence 
Hopkins, Second Vice-President of the Mis- 
sourl Pacific Rallroad Company. The story 
they tell has some elements of improbability, 
viewed from a common-sense point of view. 
But these are perhaps disposed of by the con- 
sideration that frequently human nature 
crowds common sense aside. 


THE SKELETON IN THE CLOSET. 

It will be remembered that when Mrs. Hop- 
kins began her divorce proceedings she 
brought an action in this city for absolute di 
vorce, alleging infidelity. She asserted that 
the offense that furnished her with ground 
for action was committed with a mem- 
ber of her household who was em- 
ployed to prepare the family meals. 
This was abouttwo years ago. Mrs. Hopkins 
has just obtained her divorce but her decree 
bears the seal of a California State Court, and 
the ground upon which it was obtained was 
desertion. When she began proceedings here 
she encountered a vigorous opposition. 
Though willing to indulge his wife’s desire for 
a separation, Mr. Hopkins was averse to hav- 
ing his name dishonored by any such pro- 
ceedings as she proposed. Mr. Gould es- 
poused his cause and said publicly that he 
would give bis friend all the assist 
ance he could to defend his good 
name. Rumors of a cross-bill were cur- 
rent, but were never confirmed, and for this 
reason, according to Mr. Gould’s friends, the 
matter was placed in the hands of Dillon and 
Swayne,the lawyers ofthe Gould corporations, 
and it is said they not only gave Mrs. Hop- 
kins’ lawyers, Elihu Root and George Bliss, to 
understand that they would bring a counter 
action, but intimated that they would name a 
co-respondent who could not afford the ex- 
posure. Of this man’s identity there have 
been three versions. One names a prominent 
member of the Stock Exchange, another a 
well-known lawyer, and still another a well- 
known Wall street operator. 


AN ASSORTMENT OF AFFIDAVITS. 

Mrs. Hopkins lived at 1 East Forty-seventh 
streets, which adjoins Jay Gould’s house, and 
is now George Gould’s house. As one of Mr. 
Gould’s friends said last night: The goings 
on in the house excited comment among Jay 
Gould’s servants and in the family of Mr. 
Gould, too. They could not help noticing, 
for the back windows of Gould’s house looked 
right out on the Hopkins’ front stoop. When 
Mrs. Hopkins began her suit for absolute 
divorce Mr. Gould cameto his friend’s res- 
cue. His servants, and, well, per- 
haps others than his servants, made 
affidavits (it is intimated that 
Jay Gould made an affidavit himself), and Mr. 
Gould’s influence exertedin other directions 
than through his back windows, enabled Mr. 
Hopkins to make out a mighty good case, 
Mrs. Hopkins’ lawyers backed down when 
Gen. Wager Swayne, Mr. Gould’s own lawyer, 
went to them with the affidavits and said that 
it would be a pity to have the facts come out, 
but that he would have to bring them out if 
Mrs. Hopkins kept on trying to get a divorce 
on the ground of infidelity. 


The result, according to Mr. Gould’s frienas, 
was that Mrs. Hopkins was driven to abandon 
the fight, to take her case out of New York 
State and to proceed upon some other ground 
than adultery. To this her husband assented. 
But this upset her plans, it is said, or in some 
way gave her occasion to hate Mr. Gould, and 
according to that gentleman’s friends, she 
has succeeded in getting her own friends to 
press the indictment proceedings against 
Gould. Whether she is working inde- 
pendently or in concert with ‘‘The newspaper 
and the Cable Company., Mr. Gould’s 
friends do not state.. 


MR. GOULD TALKS. 

Here is the way, according to the Tribune, 
that Mr. Gould iteads up to the enigmatical 
statement referred to in the beginning of this 
story. Mr. Gould was next asked if he cared 
to say anything about the proceedings in the 
District Attorney’s office and before the 
Grand-jury relative to the Gould-Sage trust 
in the matter of the Kansas Pacific bondbold- 
ers. Mr. Gould’s face became a study when 
this question was asked. He looked at first as 
u ne could tell a tale if he chose which 
would shake somebody from bis boots up. 
Then his countenance took on an amused 
look. Then he thoughta moment. Then he 
said: **There was no reason for bringing it, 
beyond a motive which I don’t just at present 
desire to characterize. The question is still 
before the Court, and for that reason itis not 
decorous to the Court, nor proper for other 
good and sufficient reasons, that 1 should 
speak my mind as freely as I should wish, 
nor to the extent which I .

AN EMPHATIO ASSERTION. 

The answer which Mr. Gould gave was 
probably the most emphatic, cléar-cut, nay, 
startling announcement in its significance 
which has fallen from his lips in many a day. 
It meant that Mr. Gould had cometo the 
conclusion that the day for him to handle 
some people with kid gioves and with coyness 
had come to an end. His eyes flashed, hie lips 
became set, he raised his hand and let fly 
these words: The motives behind this as- 
saultare anewspaper, a cable company and 
a woman. 

The words were spoken clearly, inocisively 
and the last words came out slowly and with a 
marked emphasis. Then Mr. Gould became 
silent while his visitor looked on in amaze- 
ment.

The Grand-jury had ignored the com- 
plaint, and the case was now before Re- 
corder Smyth on a motion to reopen it, and 
it rested with the Recorder to decide 
whether the facts would be brought to the 
attention of another Grand-jury. As to the 
alleged woman in the case he says he never 
heard of her before, and would be glad to 
know about her. Mr. Semple was equally in 
the dark. To him the woman was an entirely 
new feature of the case. 

Mr. Delancey Nicoll, whoassisted in the case 
against Gould and Sage in an advisory capacl- 
ty, declared that Mr, Gould’s statement was 
the first intimation to him that a woman was 
concerned in the prosecution.

The crisis has 
been brought to the surface by the post- 
ponement of the declaration of the 
usual quarterly dividend upon  Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway stock. In the 
ordinary course of events this dividend should 
have been declared on March 13. The failure 
to declare it then, together with the inability 
of the public up to the present time to obtain 
any satisfaction from official sources as to 
what is going to be done, hasraised many 
suspicions as to Mr.Gould’s attitudetoward bis 
properties and toward the market, especially 
as it is known beyondadoubtthat he has 
within a year sold a very large amount, or 
more than half his holdings of Missouri Pacific 
stock. 

THE PREPARED INTERVIEW. 

Mr. Gould has persistently and consistently 
denied himself to the reporters, and the cur- 
rent gossip at brokers’ resorts yesterday was 
that the Tribune interview was prepared by 
Vice-President A. L. Hopkins of the Missouri 
Pacific, under Mr. Gould’s direction, and fur- 
nished, after revision, to the vehicle usually 
employed by the late Wm. H. Vanderbilt 
when he wished to mould public opinion. 
The only intimation regarding the manage- 
ment of his properties that is given in the in- 
terview, is in response to the following ques- 
tion regarding the Missouri Pacific dividend: 

‘‘Itissaid, Mr. Gould, tnat the Directors 
have decided to declare a 1% per cent dividend 
on Monday, payable April 1. Is that true?“ 

‘‘T understand,’’ replied Mr. Gould, that 
thie isthe sentiment of a majority of the Di- 
rectors and I have little doubt that that will 
be the action taken.’’ 

Excellent information from other sources 
is that the compromise between Mr. Gould and 
his son on the one side and Mr. Sage anda 
number of the prominent Directors on the 
other, is upon 1% per cent, making the stock 
a 5 per cent instead of a 7 per cent security. 


MR. GOULD WORKED UP. 

Twice during the inverview Mr. Gould be- 
trayed a good deal of feeling, not to say tem- 
per. The first time is under the sub-heading: 
‘* Again there was a pause, but not a long one. 
Mr. Gould plainly rousing himself to what for 
him was a determined front, for he soon said; 

„„The talk that has been going on with refer- 
ence to my son George is cruel—simply cruel. 
There is not a morsel of truth in the charge 
that he has been golng short of the market, or 
has been bearing it. He has not sold a single 
share of stock of the Missouri Pacific. He has 
his owp stock and has a personal interest in 
keeping up its value. I, myself, have more 
invested in Missouri Pacific that I have ever 
invested in any hing else in my life. 

„Does that refer to any one stock or to 
all?’’ Mr. Gould was asked. * 

„To all put together, was the emphatie 
answer. ‘‘I have invested more than in all 
other stocks put together of former invest- 
ments. And I have a natural interest in keep- 


the ‘earnings ten of. hens net m- 
come is $6,000,000. Newspaper articles which 
have said to the contrary do not represent the 
true state of affairs.’’ 

GEORGE'S ACTIONS. 

Mr. Gould was plainly moved about the re- 
ports affecting George Gould, for he — 
to the subject saying: 

There is nothing in these reports. I have 
not instructed my son how to act. He has not 
been touching the market. I am out of the 
street and so is he. I can say that the accusa- 
tions against him are cruel. The first telegraph 
message, aside from that at Alexandria, which 
Ireceived on matters here, was one that I 
gotat St. Augustine on my arrival and that 
was about the troubles on the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, telling me of the. action of 
the engineers at Sedalia and telling me it had 
been thought best to wait until word should 
be received from me. 

To a good many Wall street people the char- 
acterization of the reports that George has 


deen going short of stocks as ‘‘cruel’’ will un- 


questionably appear ludicrous, and especially 
to those whose memories run back to the days 
when Gould pere, was justly distinguished in 
the stock market for his operations for short 
account. On thd other hand, Mr. Gould’s 
sincerity in defending his son wil not 
be questioned by those who know how 
greatis bis affection and admiration for his 
oldest child. It is so great that the busi- 
ness associates of Mr. Gould insist that the 
son has almost complete control over the fa- 
ther. And it is so evident at times that it has 
been waggishly suggested that the other mem- 
bers of the coming generation of Goulds might 
find it to their advantage to begin now to col- 
lect evidence to support a charge of undue in- 
fluence when the inevitable day arrives. This 
influence has led to wide differences of opin- 
ion between Mr. Gould and some of the ablest 
and most devoted men in the service of his 
corporations. He seems, it is said, to have 
implicit confidence in George in every respéct. 


HOW THE SONS SPECULATE. 

As to any speculations by the sons, those 
who know their capacity for speculation and, 
at the same time, have no object in perverting 
the facts, say that neither of them has the 
courage or the inclination to swing a big line 
of stocks. The chances are that during their 
father’s absence, the sons have, under in- 
structions from the father, peddled some of 
his Missouri Pacific stock. A large amount of 
the stock has been sold and borrowed, and re- 
cently the borrowed stock has been returned 
without any indications in the market of its 
having been repurchased. 

The theory of the bears regarding the com- 
promise oh the Missouri Pacific dividend is 
that it is a scheme whereby Gould gives 
Director Sage and the other directors who 
have stuck to their holdings of the stock and 
been stuck“ in consequence, a chance to 
create a better market for the stock, so that 
they can lighten their loads. ‘‘But,’’ ob- 
served the bears who were on the lookout for 
business yesterday, ‘‘they won’tbe able to 
sell much, for as soon as they have 
worked upa market that any one can sell 
upon, Gould will fire some more of his stock 
into them and then we will be near the begin- 
ning of the end.’’ 

JAY GOULD OVERINVESTED. 
That this is a very superficial view is indicated 
by the following analysis of the situation by 
one of the best-informed men in Wall street. 
The house of which he is the head Is abso- 
lutely non-partisan and this gives added 
weight to his suggestions, ‘‘*lam confident,’’ 
he said, ‘‘thatall thig trouble with the Gould 
stocks is not due to any desire on his part to 
wreck them or even to get out of them alto- 
gether. It was clearly indicated inthe Sun some 
months ago in an article headed ‘Jay Gould 
Overinvested,’ or something of thatsort. He 
knew at that time that he had to 
put $7,000,000 into Manhattan stock 
in order to prevent a widespread 
panic last summer. His friend Field had 
spread himself out to such an extent trying to 
support Manhattan stock, run a wheat deal 
through his son’s firm, put up a $1,500,000 
building and run a newspaper that some one 
had to take his largest assets off his hands, or 
he and all connected with him would have 
gone to pieces and dragged others with them. 
I have reason to believe that Gould has since 
repented this action. Anyway he is 
trustworthily quoted to me as having 
said that it would have been better for him 
if he had let things take their course 
then. But he did not, and rather than bor- 
row money to complete his purchase of Man- 
hattan (he had some $4,000,000 or $5,000,090 
cush on hand when he made the bargain), he 
sold a lot of bonds. He also sold Missouri 
Pacific stuck because he was receiving a large 
amount of iton account of new construction. 
He made no secret of selling some of the stock 
that he received in this way, but he has had 
to use the Missouri Pacific money, for the Mis- 
sour! Pacific has been building heavily and 
buying lines, too, all the year. He has 
been unable to market the bonds issued 
upon the new and acquired roads, so 
the money earned by the company has been 
used to meet contract payments falling due in 
place of the proceeds of the unsold bonds. I 
have no doubt that Mr. Gould bas advanced 
money to the company on someof these bonds 
for the same reason, It was this condition of 
things that made young Gould reluctant, in 
the alsence of his father to consent to the bor- 
rowing of more money with which to pay the 
dividend now due and which the matter 
claims has been earned. The whole company 
resolves itself into a miscarriage of corporate 
financiering. 

NO SYMPATHY FOR VICTIMS. 

‘‘So far as Gould is concerned people who 
deal with him deserve no sympathy if they 
suffer loss. He is labelled and in plain letters. 
The people who are amenable, are 
those who help Mr. Gould to float. The 
trouble is, these people lend the influence of 
their names to Gould without taking either 
from choice or from deference to Mr. Gould, 
the part that they should in the management. | 
The Sun hit the nail on the head this morning 
when it said that these outsiders in the Gould 
concerns were not the protection to the public 
that they should be.’’ 

Another member of the Stock Exchange who 
has no oecasion for deceiving himself regard- 
ing the Gould properties, and who has excel- 
lent facilities for knowing how they are man- 
aged, said yesterday that while there was no

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A LONG BIST OF DIVORCE BUSINESS UNDER 
THE DOME 


Judges Dillen and Lubke Clear the Dockets 
of the Default Cases To-Day—The Utt 
Knot Severed—Sad Domestic Stories Pre- 
sented in Court—The Familiar Com- 
plaints of Desertion, Drunkenness and 
Failure te Support—Some Instances of 
Barbarous Treatment. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the divorce case of Rosa Utt against Jacob 
Utt. The suit was commenced November 18, 
1887. In December the husband filed his 
answer admitting the marriage, but denying 
the other allegations. On the léth of January 
the case was called for trial, but 
was continued on the application of 
counsel for the defence, who furnished a 
medical certificate to the effect that the hus- 
band was suffering with temporary aberration 
of the mind. A few days since the case was 
again reached for trial, and another continu- 


ance was asked on the ground that the hus- 


band is an inmate of the City Insane Asylum. 
The wife pressed for a trial and the 
Court held that as he had not been 
adjudged insane by any competent tribunal 
and was not under guardianship the trial 
could proceed. The Utts were married April 
3, 1881. One child was born ot the marriage 
and it died prior to the separation in October, 


1886. Mrs. Utt is 26 years ot age and her hus- 
band 88 years. They have no property or 
means. 

Mrs. Utt complained that ber husband ren- 
dered her condition intolerable and that he 
absented himself without a reasonable cause. 
There were twenty-six witnesses examined at 
the trial and the testimony was conflicting 
upon every proposition. Thirteen months 
before the separation the busband 
deolared that he could not sup - 
port his wife and that she must 
xO back to her relatives. They broke up 
housekeeping and sold the bulk of their house- 
hold effects. The wife offered to live with her 
husband in a furnished room and to go ped- 
dling with him if he would allow her to re- 
main, but he declined the offer. The wife, 
however, did not establish the allegation that 
hey condition had been rendered intolerable, 
but she did show that her husband had ab- 
sented himself without a reasonable cause. 

Writers on the law of marriage and divorce 
say that the question of desertion is largely 
one of intent which must be determined from 
the circumstances of the parties, their dispo- 
sitions, surroundings und acts as shown in 
evidenke. The evidence showed that after 
spending the money derived from sale of the 
rniture the husband called at the residence 
of his wife’s relatives, demanded money and 
threatened her with personal violence. He 
subsequently lived upon thecharity of bis 
uncle and aunt, and was arrested and fined 
in the Police Court for  vagrancy. 
He gave no attention to his 
wife and made no efforts to provide for her. 
These acts and omissions clearly showed that 
he abandoned his wife and threw himseif 
away. Several months after the suit for 
divorce was commenced his melancholy took 
the form which induced his friends to procure 
admission for him to the Oity Insaue Asylum. 

It thus appeared thatthe insanity intervened 
after the lapse of the statutory period of one 
year. A decree of divorce is granted the wife 
with restoration of her maiden name. 


Divorce by Default. 


This ig default day under the dome, Judges 
Lubke and Dillon disposing of the divorce 
business remaining on the docketr „Courts 
Nos. 1, 3 and 4 for he Februufy term 
about to close. The contested cases are 


heard during the term, but the cases in which 
no appearance is entered pass to the default 
docket and are rapidly disposed of. The fol- 
lowing petitions were presented: 

ABANDONED HIS WIFE. 

Ella Stocker sought a divorce from Wm. 
Stocker, to whom she had been a good and 
faithful wife since April 4, 1882, when they 
were married. Her reason for asking a legal 
separation is the abandonment of her by Will- 
iam, and his failure to support her. One child, 
Henry Oliver Stocker, now four years of age, 
was born to them, andthe mother prayed for 
custody of it as the father is an unfit person to 
have charge ofa child, though is now in pos- 
session of the infant. Mrs. Stocker also prayed 
for alimony and counsel fees. 

THREATENED TO CUT HER THROAT. 

Eliza Sullens was lawfully wedded to Fletch- 
er Sullens October 17, 1880, in Jefferson Coun- 
tv, Mo. They lived together until November 
17, 1887. During that term of co-operative ex- 
istence Mrs. Sullens alleged Fletcher was 
guilty of cruel and barbarous treatment, such 
as to render her condition intolerable. For 
two years he has been addicted to habitual 
drunkenness,’” applied vile epithets to his 
wife, threatened to make material of her and 
himself for a thrilling murder and suicide 
story, and for more than a year failed entirely 
to support her. She asked forthe crstody of 
two childrep and other reasonable relief.’’ 

BASKED IN ANOTHER WOMAN'S SMILES. 

Ida L. Simpson, tired of suffering indignities 
at the hands of her husband, Alexander Simp- 
son, asked to be divorced and given charge of 
her son, Alexander, aged 4 years. She was 
married to her husband October 11, 1882, and 
left him February 11, 1884, because she believed 
Alexander bad been unfaithfulto her. He bas 
neglected and refused to provide for the sup- 
port of hisfamily. Mrs. Simpson wants her 
maiden name restored to her. 

TURNED HER OUT IN THE COLD. 

Addie Lee is the plaintiff in a suit for divorce 
against Mason Lee, porter at the Laclede 
Bank. They were married October 3, 1884, in 
St. Louis, and lived together until June 18, 
1887. From the time of her marriage, she 
says, Mason charged her with being unchaste; 
he frequently beat and choked her, and on 
one occasion forcibly ejected her from the 
house in cold weather. She asked for all- 
mony. The husband answered the suit, de- 
nying the allegations, and then allowed it to 
go by default. 

AFTER NINETEEN YEARS. 

Amelia Miller in her petition for divorce from 
Frederick William Miller stated that they 
were married in the town of Waterloo, III., 
August 4, 1869. They separated several times, 
but finally decided on December 17, 1887, to 
permanently discontinue the married rela- 
tion. On that day Frederick William beat his 
wife unmercifully and was sent to the Work- 
house forfour months. He is still an inmate 
of that institution. He is, his wife says, a 
habitual drunkard. Three children were born 
to them, George, 17 years old; Louis Albert, 
15 years, and Louise, 18 years. The mother 
wants the custody of them. 

SIMPLE DESERTION. 

Gracie Short was married to John P. Short 
October 27, 1884. John P. deserted her Sep- 
tember 13, 1886, and has not returned to her. 
On that ground sbe aske a divorce, 

DAILY BEATINGS. 

Louisa Oswald and Joseph Oswald were mar- 
ried May 22, 1883. They lived together until 
July 6, 1887, Mrs. Oswald receiving, she states, 
in that term ‘‘almost daily beatings.’’

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ALBERT ON TRAINING. 


The Great Pedestrian Gives Out a few Im- 
portant Facts. é 


The champion pedestrian, Albert, is no 
doubt the most interesting talker on the saw- 
dust track, and when he talks on pedestrian 
subjects he is generally worth noting. Be- 
sides being the champion pedestrian he is a 
very clever man in other matters. He is con- 
sidered one of the best marksmen in New 


York State, andisa landscape artist of con- 
siderable ability. Just before he boarded the 
train for New York a day or two ago 
he gave his ideas on training to a 
newspaper wan. Said he: It a man 
is going to enter a six-day tramp he must pre- 
sare to endure considerable hardship. I be- 
— in the most thorough system of training, 
because experience has taught me. But there 
is something besides training necessary to fit 
a man for a race—that is judgment in know- 
ing when to stop violent exercise and takea 
short restto bring back strength. I have al- 
ways had more or less to do with training my- 
self, and, unlike many pedestriaus, Know 
what is good and what is bad for me 
to do. When I trained for the big interna- 
tional race with Rowell I did my work in a 
gymnasiam at Philadelphia. I tell you I 
was careful to get my flesh off slowly and hold 
myself atthe minimum weightalong time to 

et back my strength before I wentin the race. 
f didn’t think anything of running forty miles 
a day along the beach, and you can rély on it 
when I finished my work I was more hungry 
than tired. It was hard work, but a man must 
take hard work to prepare for a hard race. If 
I hadn’t taken it, l would never have come in 
firstand made the big record in the recent 
race. Hard training, with good sea air, is 
the secret of succe-s. Then camethe secret 
training zin the Philadelphia gymnasium, I 
tell you it was curious to see how I 
kept everything quiet. I worked diligently 
in oors, all the time thinking I would be all 
right when the race came. Everybody knows 
how itturned out, that Iwas obliged to give 
up on the first day. I saw my folly, and 
decided, should ever train again, to go to 
some seaside resort. This I did the last 
time I prepared myselt, and in long pe- 
destrian races. That is what made Cart- 
wright o good in the recent Boston race, 
and nine times out of ten you will find the 
rule works in other races. Paddy Fitzger- 
ald did the same as I did. Happy Jack Smith 
believes in, and practices, my style of train- 
ing when itis possible to doso, and bis suc- 
cess with men is due more to the way he 
handles them than to anything else.“ 


Van Leland Dead. 


Mr. Dan Honig,the weil-known turfman and 
horse-owner, sustained a severe loss this 
morning in the death of his good 8-year-old 
colt Van Leland. The colt was brought back 


from Memphis last week and was sent 
to the stables at the Fair Grounds. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Honig ap- 
plied a blister to the colt's shoulder. 
The biister was probably a trifle too severe 
and soon the pain began to tell. The animal 
became very restiess, plunging and rearing 
around the stabie ina pitiable manner. Most 
ofthe time he was standing on his hind legs 
more than on all-fours, with his front feet 
against the wall. His agony was terrible to 
behold. He would straighten himself up until 
perpendicular almost and then suddenly 
fall backwards, lighting on his back. 

This work was continued hour after hour 
until finally the colt got himself into an awk- 
ward position with his front feet out ofa 
window at least thirteen feet from the floor of 
the stable. In recovering from this position 


he fell directly backwards, striking the ground 


violently with his back. This time he‘did not 
arise but lay there immovable until 1 o’clock 
this morning when he died. 

Van Leland was one of the most promising 
coltsin Mr. Honig’s string. He was a chest- 
nut colt, and as a 22-year-old started in ten 
events, winning two, namely, a selling purse 
in this city, three-quarters of a mile, in 1:17, 
and the Dash Stakes at Coney Island, five- 
eighths, which he won in 1:02.

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THE NEW UNIFORMS, 


Several Changes to Be Noticed in the Asso- 
ciation Players’ Dress. 


Now that the championship season is so near 
at hand it will be a matter of interest to know 
something of the style of uniforms to be worn 
by the several Association clubs this season, 
says the Cincinnati Commercial. Some of the 
clubs will make a very marked change In their 


dress, especially the Cincinnati, Athletic and 
Brooklyn teams. This season the local elub 
will have a uniform that will be entirely dif- 
ferent in color from any that was ever worn 
by a professional team hailing from this city. 
The uniform referred to istbeir neat navy 
blue, with red cap, belt and stockings. 

Another uniform, tobe worn bytheclub, 
especially during the Centennial period, are 
the parti- colored suits similar to those worn 
by the champion team in 1882. Every member 
of the team will wear a different colored'shirt 
and cap, and by this means can easily be dis- 
tinguished upon the field. The club will still 
retain the old uniform of pure white with red 
trimmings. The navy blue will be worn prin- 
cipally in the club’s games away from home, 
The entire outfit cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $700. The Louisville players 
will also don a new uniform, and one that 
has never been seen upon an American Associ- 
tion diamond. It will consist of solid maloon- 
colored pants and shirts, with bluish gray 
stockings, belts and caps, with the word 
Louisville worked across the breast of the 
shirt.
